We certainly have reason to 
be concerned about the present 
dry weather but at least we 
don’t have to worry about grass- 
hoppers as farmers do in. the 
prairie provinces. And believe 
me that is something for which 
we shouldbe truly thankful. 
Every few years grain growers 
and home gardeners out West 
are faced with this deadly men- 
ace to their crops—and this year 
they are threatened again. No 
one, except those who have lived 
through such an experience — 
as we did — can possibly ima- 
gine what_a grasshopper plague 
can do. Unless controlled they 
can clean off a fleld in a few 
days leaving it as bare as a 
reaper would do. Walk along the 
edge of a field of wheat or oats 
and a cloud of hoppers rise up 
ahead of you. 


It would seem that grasshop- 
pers have always menaced the 
prairie districts even as far back 
as the pioneer days. In a history 
of the North-West Territory I 
came across this notation: “the 
summer was favourable and the 
fields soon assumed a promising 
appearance, but on the 18th July, 
1818, the sky suddenly became 
darkened’ by clouds of grasshop- 
pers, and as they descended on 
the earth in dense swarms they 
destroyed every green thing be- 
fore them. The settlers managed 
to save a little grain, but not a 
vegetable was left in the gar- 
dens. The same thing hap- 
pened again the following year, 
and the settlers had to move to 
Pembina for the winter, other- 
wise they would have’ died of 
starvation.” 

Well, it was a hundred years 
later, almost .to the very day, 
that Partner and I started farm- 


ing on the Saskatchewan prairie. . 


I think it was the following year 
we were almost -eaten out by 
grasshoppers. An appeal on be-

The jobless worker, collecting 
his unemployment insurance in 
$0-cent dollars, is getting a tra- 
gic lesson on the meaning of 
inflation.

It truly 
is insurance which is the work- 
er’s legal due. It comes from a 
fund built up by regular pay- 
ments from employees — money 
the worker might otherWise have 
received in wages.

It is heartening that the “You 


Auto Buy Now” campaign, tried” 


in a number of American cities, 
seems to be successful. Cleve- 
land, for one, has succeeded in 
increasing sales in the last few 
months with this campaign. And 
now it is trying to stimulatg sales 
still further by putting uniform 
price ceilings on new cars. This 
might be a model for manufac- 
turers and dealers throughout 
the country to follow. 

Turn back the files of The 
Courant for 25 years to May, 
1933. Thanks to the depression 
there were few automobile ad- 
vertisements. Yet those that did 
appear differed from the present 
ones, and not only because ad- 


_ vertising techniques have been 


refined since then. In one ad the 
most visible thing after the pic- 
ture of the “new and larger 
Essex Terraplane,” was the price 
in conspicuous letters: “$505 -for 
the coupe, f.o.b. Detroit.” Again, 
all models of the Willys were 
identified with a fixed price for 
each. And the “new cushion-bal- 
anced” Chevrolet 6 could “now 
be bought for from $445 to $565.” 
To these free-on-board prices, of 
course, one had to add freight 
and extras. But they too were 
easily accessible and the same 
to all. 

Why is it that a fair and uni- 
versal f.0.b. price never appears 
in the automobile ads any more? 
The one thing that has distin- 
guished American merchandis- 
ing from Oriental haggling, and 
that has made us successful 
businessmen, is the fixed price. 
Somewhere along the line we 
have lost it as far as cars are 
concerned. Of course much of the 
fault lies with the public, since 
we love to boast we got $400 
more on the trade-in than the 
old bus was worth. Our grammar 
school children could tell us that 
most of the $400 came not out 
of shaving profit but out of the 
price pack. Nor is it easy to find 
out just what automatic trans- 
mission, power brakes, power 
steering, undercoating, white 
walls, power windows, autronic 
eyes, and what have you cost. 

The dealers have grown tired 
of this,-and favor the bill pro- 
posed by Senators Monroney and 
Thurmond to suggest a list price 
ch model. President Eisen- 
hower s rts the idea, It could 
be if we got out of the Oviestal 
bazaar and returned to the sim- 
ple habit of just buying a car of 
known value, with the price the 
same from Hartford to San Diego, 
we would sell ourselves more 
ears.—Hartford Courant.

* Energy Commission has just an- 


mounced on five radio-isotopes. 
Prices are away down on the 
ryadium-like by-products of ato- 
mic fission. 

In general, Oak Ridge, Tenn., 
prices now are only one-tenth 


of the old costs of Cesium 137, 


Promethium y 147, Cerium 144, 
Strontium 90 and Technetium 99. 
The new cut rates are expected 
to encourage wider distribution 
and use of radio~isotopes in in- 
dustry, medicine and research. 


The prices are based on esti- 
mated production from the new 
multi~curie fission product pilot 
plant at Oak Ridge, scheduled 
for operation this summer. 


All sorts of magical things are 
done with these off-beat ele- 
ments, many of which were un- 
known before the advent of the 
atomic reactor. 


Some give off rays that pass 
through a fast-moving strip of 
steel, accurately gauging its 
thickness on the fly. Others serve 
as tracers, moving through the 
human blood stream to reveal 
the location and distribution of 
mew wonder drugs. 


‘Some isotopes travel through 
oil pipelines, tipping off a Gei- 
ger counter when a tagged con- 
signment of kerosene arrives on 
the heels of a flow of high-test 
gasoline.

Mt has a half-life of 212,000 years 
and sells—like radium—by the 
millicurie, which is one-thous- 
amdth of a curie. 
@urie price of Technetium 99 
was $1,000, but the new cost is 
only $80.

No one can recall when a guest 
has declined. 

At a reception early last month 
for Britain’s Field Marshal Vis- 
count Montgomery, the cena 
ordered a screening of “Gigi,” 
glittering film the Hisenhiowers 
had previewed a few weeks be- 
fore with so much pleasure that 
it was shown for the third time 
last week for the wives of Cab- 
inet members. A few months ago, 
the President surprised a Wash- 
ington film supplier by request- 
ing a rerun of “Springfield Rifle,” 
a Gary Cooper adventure he had 
seen before the 1952 campaign. 
Another of his favorites is Grace 
Kelly (“To Catch a Thief,” “Rear 
Window”), who visited the White 
House after her marriage. 


The President’s all-time tilm 


choice is “Angels in the Out-, 


field,” a 1951 baseball comedy 
with Paul Douglas. He has seen 


it at least fifteen times. 


While the President and the 
First Lady sometimes ask for 
specific films, the preliminary 
selection is usually left to a 29- 
year-old Navy electrician’s mate 
first class named Paul Fisher of 


Williamsport, Pa., who has been. 


the White House projectionist for 
five years. In his booth, awaiting 
immediate showing . last week, 
was a varied array of movies: 
“The Old Man and the Sea,” “No 
Time for Sergeants,” “Cowboy,” 
“Bullwhip,” and “The Bravados”, 


The White House cinema was 
a whim of F.D.R., who originally 
planned to use the space as a hat~ 
check room for diplomatic recep- 
tions. After its conversion into 
a movie house, the President 
jocularly called it the “Hatbox.” 
It was refurnished with an acous- 
tie ceiling, a thick bleu rug, and 
gold draperies. 


Today, the Eisenhowers attend 
movies in. the Hatbox once or 
twice a week. They sit in the first 
row, which consists of four com- 
fortable armchairs upholstered in 
hlue damask. Behind them are 


ten 1 hen, of straightback wood 
chairs tha Camenrat 55 more, 


“The President watches movies 
for relaxation — to get away 
from his problems for a few min- 
utes,” White House press secre- 
tary James Hagerty said last 
week. An old friend, who has 
watched many screenings with 
the President, sums up Mr. Eisen 
hower’s tastes this way: “He 


doesn't like war movies or tear-. 


jerkers. He figures he’s had 
enough troubles during the day. 
He doesn’t like to be lectured or 
shaken up, either. Most of all, he 
doesn’t like smutty pictures.” 
The Eisenhowers often usé the 


Hatbox to watch films of TV pro-. 


grarhs they missed or want to see 
again. On a thoroughly nonescap- 
ist level, the President also uses 
the theatre for closed-door show- 
ings of top-secret Pentagon films 
demonstrating new missiles and 
weapons. 

Audience reaction is a ticklish 
subject in the tiny White house 
theatre, particularly for comedy 
“No matter how funny the pic- 
ture is you never can be sure it 
will get off the ground,” said a 
family friend. “Everyone always 
waits for the President to laugh 
first. No one. dares let go spon- 
taneously for fear of laughing 
alone.”

Q. How can I determine what

“Weatheritis”’ 


Watch that change in the wea- 
ther. When.a.spell of settled 
weather breaks suddenly, your 
nerves may suffer, causing care- 
less driving or forgetfulness, 
when crossing the road. 

These observations emerge 
from’ the detailed accident stu- 
dies of a Hungarian professor, 
Dr. Laszlo: Horvath. 

Examining the  barometer’s 
tise and fall in relation to 12,- 
000. road, rail and industrial 
accidents, he found a sudden 
weather change was a contribu- 
tory cause in nearly a third of 
them. . 

The majority of these accidents 
occurred within four hours of 
the weather break. In contrast, 
there was hardly an accident 
during a settled period. 

Dr. Horvath suggests that ri- 
dio warnings should be issued 
advising people to watch their 
step whenever a sharp weather 
change. is predicted. 

You can, of course, yell “wolt” 
too often. But many people, as 
British insurance experts recog- 
nize, yield to nervous tantrums 
and take quite foolish risks in- 
volving tragic mishaps when 
suffering from “weatheritis,” 
due to the breaking up of a 
prolonged good or bad spell. ‘

was the hottest case in West 
Germany. Despite the lottery's 
defense that the’ widow's win- 
ning selection last March had 
‘been destroyed by an embezzling 
ticket taker, millions considered 
her the wronged heroine of the 
weekly drama that is becoming 
a national passion -~ Lotto. 
Every Sunday 
one of three cities (Bremen, 
Wiesbaden, and Munich) which 
rotate the event, a huge cylin- 
der spins 49 numbered plastic 
balls for 30 seconds, then spills 
out the six winning numbers. 
Anyone who beats the 14 mi!- 
Hon-to-l odds against picking 
all six numbers gets a tax-free 
million-to-1 payoff on his 12- 
cent ticket, while enough lesser 
prizes are handed out to send 
one German in four back to 
work on a new system. It has 
taken just five years for the 
lotteries to grow from a budg2i- 
balancing: experiment in West 
Berlin to a giant that rakes in“l 
billion Deutsche marks ($240 
million) annually (half the take 
goes to the ‘ten state governments 


‘that jointly operate the game).

ever. Special tests showed that 
he was-right. 

But as the man was colour 
blind he could not tell when 
the tomatoes were turning. from 
green to orange-red, when they 
should be picked. New research 
into colour blindness shows that 
every year it becomes commoner 
in men than in women. 

Every single colour appears 
as a shade of grey to the person 
who is completely colour blind. 

An eyesight specialist who in 
forty-five years tested the sight 
of more than 100,000 railway 
workers said that more than a 
million people in Britain alone 
were colour blind. He said that 
otherwise normal persons had 
2,000 times described to him 
pillar-box red as bright green. 

Some people are colour blind 
in only one eye. While the right 
eye may see red as red, the left 
sees: it as black or grey. Most 
of us have one eye that sees 
colours more brightly than the 
other. Try the experiemnt of 
looking at a stained glass win- 
dow or a brightly painted pic- 
ture with first one eye and then 
the other. You'll. probably find 
there is a distinct difference in 
the impression conveyed. Both 
eyes see the colours, but to one 
they’ are much less vivid and 
less contrasting than the other.

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Should Doctors | 
Use Hypnosis? 


While the American Medica! 
Association’s governing bo dy 
still officially frowns on the use 
of hypnosis as an “entertainment 
stunt,” it agreed unanimously 
ast month that “general practi- 
troners, medical specialists, and 
dentists might find hypnosis val- 


uable as a therapeutic adjunct.” - 


“Active participation in high- 
evel research,” it added, “is to 
be encouraged.” 

This stand could be attributed 
at least partly to the work of 
gone man: Dr. Milton J. Marner 
of Beverly Hills, pa an anes~ 
thesia specialist who for several 
months has been using hypnosis 
to kill pain during surgery. Last 
week Dr. Marmer described for 
the first time the use of medica!

At the speed he’s going, even a minor 
mistake in judgment could cause a major highway disaster. Reckless speed is the cause of too 
many fatal accidents on the road. And sometimes even the speed limit can be misleading—you can 
be within the limit and still be going too fast for driving conditions. Here’s an easy rule of thumb 
to guide you to a safe speed: always drive at a speed that will enable you to stop in the distance 
that’s-clear ahead. At night, drive at a speed that will permit you to stop within headlight range. 
If you are tired, or inattentive-—don’t drive at all, One simple way to check whether your speed 
is too high or not is to watch the traffic around you. If you are passing most of the other cars on the 
road, you are going too fast. If most of them are passing you, you are going too slow. Your Ontario 
Department of Transport urges you to observe the speed limits —slow down and live!

Who laughs more — men or 
women? The men win. They 
make and listen to more jokes 
than women. Women usually 
prefer to smile. Some rarely in- 
dulge in hearty laughter because 
they say it encourages wrinkles. 
And wrinkles, as every woman 
knows, are not a laughing mat- 
ter. 


Some folk can’t laugh. Years 
ago there was great rivalry be- 
tween a group of comedians ap- 
pearing at a famous theatre on 
Broadway, New York. The pro- 
prietor cashed in on their popu- 
larity by exhibiting on the stage 
at every performance an attrac- 
tive woman nicknamed “Sober 
Sue,” offering $1000 to anyone 
who could make her laugh just 
once. 


Each comedian accépted the 
challenge, confident that his 
would make ‘her 


Sue” never even smiled. She re- 
mained as solemn. as an owl, for 
fourteen weeks. 


‘Only after she had left, hav- 
ing appeared before’ record 
houses, was the truth revealed. 
“Sober Sue” was physically in- 
capable of laughter. Her facial 
muscles had been paralysed ‘for 
twenty years. 

Eight years ago, an elderly 
man was arrested for laughing 
too loudly in a Los Angeles cafe, 
where he was said to have dis- 
turbed the peace. 

His: laugh was described in 


evidence as being “somewhere 


between a howl] like that of a 
hyena and the braying of a jack- 
ass,” but a judge finally ruled 
that laughter was not a public 
offence and dismissed the case. 
“One of the mightiest laughs on 
record was heard in Britain dur- 
ing the Handel Festival of 1859 
when, in honour of Queen Vic- 
toria, who was present, the audi- 
ence joined with the chorus in 
singing the National Anthem. 

The conductor wanted to in- 
troduce this by a roll on the 
big drum and, failing to make 
the drummer hear what he said, 
tried to convey the message by 
imitatirig the roll with his voice, 
at the same time beating an 
imaginary drum with his baton. 

“This so amused the chorus 
and orchestra,” said a man who 
was present, “that they all roar- 
ed withNaughter. And the sight 
and sound\of 5,000 people laugh- 
ing so tickled the 27,000 in. the 
audience that they also began 
laughing. 

“T had never heard 32,000 peo- 
ple laugh simultaneously before. 
It was a kind of chaotic shriek, 
not human in the least, but 
worth hearing for once.”

Bull Fighter 


Manuel Laureano Rodriguez, 
called Manolete, is considered by 
many to have been the greatest 
bullfighter of our time. A tall, 
thin man with popping eyés and 


, @ large nose in a narrow face, he 


exercised in the ring a classic 
style so pure that it has never 
quite been matched. Never was 
it more apparent than on the 
day he died, 


In Spain, every detail ot that 


' day—Aug. 29, 1947—has become 


part of the legend which has 
made the dead matador practi- 
cally a god. Although the story 


is not so well known in the 


United States, it has still had 
thanks 
largely to the efforts of author- 
painter-aficionado Barnaby Con- 
rad. A onetime torero himself 
(as a Foreign Service Vice Con- 
sul in Spain during the early 
1940s, he fought more than 30 
bulls, and once appeared in the 
ring with the great Juan Bel- 
monte), Conrad first told the 
story in 1952, in a thinly dis- 
guised novel, “Matador” Next, in 


’ 


956, he rounded up all the avail- 


able photographs of Manolete’s 
last fight, wrote a narrative text, 
and created an exciting program 
for TV’s “Omnibus.” Last fall, 
the dramatic TV show “Play- 
house 90” used Conrad's material 
as the starting point for “The 
Death of Manolete,” their sea- 
son's opener, 


Conrad’s latest re-creation of 


_ this momentous day is the book, 


“The Death of Manolete,” just 
published Combining the same 
pictures and text (somewhat ex- 
panded) used in the “Omnibus” 
program, the book has a remark- 
able cinematic flavor. The story 
skims through Manolete’s boy- 
hood and apprenticeship, and his 
rise, before 30, to a wearisome 
triumph. It also traces the growth 


- of Islero, Manolete’s last bull, 


and of the matador Luis -Miguel 
Dominguin, both of whom were 


. factors in the tragedy. Domin- 


guin, then only 21, was the 
flashy challenger whose taunts 


. and popularity forced Manolete 


to face him, and to outdo him. 
When Islero, a Miura, slammed 
into the ring that afternoon in 


the Spanish town of Linares, Do- 


minguin had made one kill in 
spectacular fashion. Manolete, 
anxious above all for a brave 
bull that would charge straight, 
saw with sinking heart his own 
animal’s tendency to hook to the 
right. 

As Manolete worked the bull, 
the crowd, capriciously disposed 
to favor his young opponent, 
gradually began to drop its pre- 
udice and roar admiring “Oles.” 

here Dominguin had worked 
inché&&® away from the bull,” 
writes Conrad, “Manolete dealt 
in centimeters” Pass after pass, 
the mstador “wrapped the ani- 
mal... completely around his 
stationary body.” It was perfec- 
tion, and so the kill too had to 
be perfect. Straight in over the 
right horn went Manolete’s 
sword. Suddenly, however, Is- 
lero hooked to the right, driv- 
ing a horn deep into the exposed 
matador. A few minutes later 
the bull died. Manolete died early 
the next morning, but only after 
being assured that the wild 
erowd had awarded him both 
ears and the tail from the dead 
bull as a tribute to his perfor- 
mance. The matador’s funeral 
was the largest ever witnessed 
in Spain

Chuck Connors, former pro- 
fessional basketball and __big- 
league baseball player, is a man 
of a million words and is equally 
affluent in gestures. Once base-. 
ball’s foremost Thespian, he 
traded a rosin bag for a tube of 
grease paint, and has appeared 
in more than a score of movies, 
usually as a heavy, 

Boston remembérs him as a 
centre on the first Celtics. team 
to represent the Bay State in the 
Nationa, Basketball Association. 
But it Was only a few years ago 
that Connors, who is ctirre/itly 
starring with Gregory Peck, Jean 
Simmons, Charles Bickford, and 
Burl Ives in a western called 
“The Big Country,” appeared at 
first base as a member of the 
supporting cast of the Brooklyn 
Dodgers. Even then Chuck could 
read lines, and his inability to 
hit the curve ball hastened his 
arrival as an actor. 

Yet, if he earned no special 
distinction for his hittihg, he did 
acquire a curious sort of notor- 
fety as_ probably the only man 
in baseball ever to be recom- 
mended for a team by his moth- 
er. Mrs. Connors so pestered a 
New York sports writer with 


tales of her son’s abilities that, 


the reporter finally broke down 
and tipped him to the Yankees. 

No less important a member 
of the New Yorkers than head 
scout Paul Krichell was sent to 
cast a trained baseball eye at 
Chuck, and the next thing Mrs. 
Connors knew was that her son, 
with the help of the Yankees, 
had enrolled at Seton Hall. 

It was only a few weeks later 
that Connors jolted the Bronx 
Bombers’ front office by signing 
a baseball contract with the 
Brooklyn Dodgers, though Kri- 
chell had arranged to have the 
Yankees pay his college. tuition.

But Keith Hinchcliff, Uniyer- 
sity of Illinois extension hous- 
ing specialist, says that much 
noise can be built “out” of both 
new and remodelled houses. 


There are two main ways of 
reducing noise: (1) absorbing 
the noise in the surfaces of the 
game room and (2) holding the 
noise on the other side of the 
wall. 


In the first case, absorbing 
materials like acoustical tile on 
the ceiling are effective in both 
new and remodelled houses. 
Tiny holes. soak up the sound 
like a sponge. It’s especially use- 
ful in holding back sounds made 
in midair, such as dish washing 
or conversational noise. 


To block noise between rooms 
or from the outside, you need 
a mass such as a masonry wall 
or fireplace or you need dept 
such as closets full of clothes. 
All openings, even cracks, must 
be tightly closed. Even hairline 
cracks in concrete masonry 
walls can allow undesirable 
amounts of sound to pass be- 
tween rooms. 


Sometimes noises can be con- 
trolled at the source, for exam- 
ple, by using rugs, rubber cork 
tile, or other resilient surfaces 
on floors. Outside noises, such 
as that from trucks’ along the 
highway, can often be reduced 
with trees and shrubs. The ones 
closer to the road are more ef- 
fective than those. close to the 
house. Glass is a poor sound in- 
sulator, so picture windows fac- 
ing a nearby noisy street or road 
are undesirable. 

Especially. if you're building 
a new house, you may find these 
next’ points worth considering. 

Even with the best equipment, 
bathtooms are noisy. Often it’s 
practical to build a double wall 


for the so-called “wet wall” 
where pipes are located. This 
has to be. thicker than other 


walls anyway.
